Now , therefore the Government of Goa is 
hereby pleased to amend the scheme as 
under : 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) 
This Scheme may be called The Goa Small 
Animal Rescue Management Scheme , 2014 
( Amended ) .

( 2 ) It shall come into force with effect from 
the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette . 
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2. Definitions.- ( a ) " Animal Birth Control 
( ABC ) Monitoring Committee " means the 
committee constituted by the Local authorities 
as per the Animal Birth Control ( Dogs ) Rules , 
2001 of the PCA Act , 1960 . 


( b ) " ABC Centre " means the facility where 
the sterilization surgeries will be conducted 
and the location verified by the area officer . 


( c ) " Animal Welfare Organization ( AWO ) " 
means and includes the Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals and any other welfare 
organization for animals , which is registered 
under the Societies Registration Act of 1860 
( 21 of 1860 ) or any other corresponding law 
for the time being in force , and which is 
recognized by the Animal Welfare Board of 
India or the Goa State Animal Welfare Board . 


( d ) " Board " means Animal Welfare Board 
of India . 
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( e ) " Director " means Director of Animal 
Husbandry and Veterinary Services . 


( f ) " Scheme " means The Goa Small Animal 
Rescue Management 2014 
Scheme , 
( Amended ) . 


( g ) " Grants " means the Grant - in - aid 
provided by the Department of Animal 
Husbandry & Veterinary Services , through 
the scheme . 


( h ) " Local authority " means a corporation / 
/ municipal or panchayat body , district board 
or other authority for the time being invested 
by law with the control and administration of 
any matters within a specified local area .

( j ) " Organs " means reproductive organs 
removed from the stray dogs and cats during 
birth control surgery . 


( k ) " Small Animals " means stray dogs and 
cats . 


( 1 ) " State Board " means Goa State Animal 
Welfare Board . 


( m ) " State Monitoring and Implementation 
Committee " means the committee constituted 
as per the Supreme Court of India guidelines 
under order dated 9-03-2016 of SLA No. 691 / 
/ 2009 . 


( n ) " Veterinary Surgeon " means a Veterina 
rian duly trained and qualified to perform 
animal birth control surgeries and is 
registered under the Indian Veterinary 
Council Act , 1984 . 


3. Introduction.- Presently , there is an 
exponential increase in the number of small 
animals in the State of Goa , amounting to more 
than 1,50,000 , due to unplanned steriliza 
tions . This has resulted in large number of 
small animals on the streets and beaches , 
which are not cared for and are left either 
wounded or suffering from various diseases . 
The Government of Goa is concerned about 
the suffering of these small animals and has 
come up with a scheme to control their 
population . The local authority as mandated 
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by the Animal Birth Control ( Dogs ) Rules , 
2001 , and the District SPCAs as mandated by 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act , 
1960 , will work with Animal Welfare . 
Organizations in the State . The State ABC 
Monitoring and Implementation Committee 
will set up Local ABC Monitoring Committee 
at every Local Body , who shall be responsible 
to make an assessment of stray dogs 
population and accordingly set targets to 
scientifically reduce and manage the number 
of small animals . This will help to maintain 
Goa as a Rabies Controlled Area as notified 
in June , 2021. The main goal is to improve 
the welfare of small animals through a 
comprehensive sterilization & vaccination 


program . 

4. Objectives : a ) To implement the ABC 
( Dogs ) Rules , 2001 , and the guidelines under 
the Supreme Court of India Order No. 691 / 
2009 , to thereby control the population of the 
small animals . 


b ) To ensure that these small animals are 
protected against rabies and will not be 
carriers of rabies and spread it to other 
animals and humans . 


c ) To ensure the safety of citizens as these 
small animals are being controlled in number 
and also vaccinated against Rabies . 


d ) To ensure rescue of injured small 
animals . 


5. Eligibility.- a ) Local Authorities who 
have set up Monitoring Committee as per 
ABC ( Dogs ) Rules , 2001 and DSPCAs who 
have signed Memorandum of Understanding 
with the Animal Welfare Organizations . The 
Local Authorities will also be required to 
provide for ABC Centre as per above rules . 


b ) The Animal Welfare Organizations 
should necessarily be registered in Goa and 
working in Goa for last 3 years and perform 
the ABC Sterilizations in the jurisdiction of 
the local bodies . 


c ) International Animal Organizations 
authorized by the Animal Welfare Board of 
India , and who have signed an MOU with 
the local Authorities may also apply . 
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d ) Those AWOs who have applied for 
grants under the Scheme and also receiving 
grants from the AWBI , local or any other 
National or International Organizations for the 
same components will not be eligible for the 
same grants under the scheme and will have 
to submit an affidavit in this regard , to ensure 
there is no duplication of funding . 


e ) AWOs who have signed an MOU with 
the Local Authorities will not be permitted to 
outsource the work or have MOU with other 
AWOS . 


6. Pattern of Assistance : ( a ) In order to 
catch the small animals from the road side , a 
dedicated vehicle duly modified will be 
required , for which 100 % grant will be given 
to finance the cost of the vehicle and 
modification . 


( b ) After the animals are brought to the 
ABC centre , they will be treated , operated & 
vaccinated by a Veterinary Surgeon . The cost 
of the sterilization for small animals will 
include anesthesia , surgical material , 
medication , microchiping , salaries of 
Veterinary Surgeon , driver , dog catchers , and 
cost of feeding the small animals . 


100 % grants will be given for the above 
components as per maximum unit cost . 


( c ) These small animals will have to be 
housed before and after the surgery , for 
which a structure will have to be provided 
along with cages . 100 % grants will be 
provided for the structure and cages , as per 
maximum unit cost . 


( d ) These animals once sterilized will be 
identified either with the ear tag or microchip 
or notching and released at the same locality 
from where they were collected . 


( e ) Once the surgeries are conducted , the 
AWOS will present the fresh organs to the 
local area officer , which will be inspected 
optionally in the presence of a representative 
from the Local ABC Monitoring Committee , 
for verification and mutilation of fresh organs 
on a daily basis . Thereafter , the Local Area 
Officer will issue a certificate of the organ 
count that is also certified by the AWO , as 
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per clause 8 ( g ) hereunder , as per Annexure - E . This certificate shall be produced at the time 
of release of the grants . 


( f ) Injured small animals rescued by the AWOs will have to be certified by the Local Area 
Officer upto a maximum of 10 % of the proposed ABC per year . 100 % grants will be provided 
as per maximum unit cost .

8. Procedure . ( a ) The State level monitoring committee will develop a comprehensive 
plan for small animal population management in urban and rural areas throughout the State 
of Goa . The plan may be based on an assessment of the small animal population done by the 
Departmental Officers and Local Monitoring Committees who may seek the assistance of an 
agency doing extensive work in this field . 


( b ) The Local authorities who have constituted the Animal Birth Control Monitoring 
Committees and set up the ABC Centre shall sign a Memorandum of Understanding with 
Animal Welfare Organization as per Annexure - D and with recommendation of the Local Area 
Officer shall apply for grants to the Director of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Services , 
in the application form appended hereto marked as Annexure - A . 


( c ) In case of grants for infrastructure , documents indicating the ownership of land or a 
copy of the lease deed document to be submitted along with the application . NOC from the 
Statutory authorities is essential to release the grants . 


( d ) On approval from the Department of AH & VS , the grants shall be disbursed to the local 
authority through the Electronic Clearing System ( ECS ) for which these bodies shall have to 
provide their Bank details . 


( e ) To avoid duplication of grants to the AWO receiving grants from the AWBI , local or any 
other National or International Organizations , and from this scheme , the AWOs will have 
to submit an affidavit as at Annexure - B . The local authorities shall deposit the grants in a 
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separate bank account and disburse the same only within the components as specified under 
the scheme . The AWOs will not be permitted to sign any MoUs with other AWOs to implement 
the scheme . 
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( f ) These organ count certificates will have to be duly certified by the Local Area Officer . 
The AWO will also certify that the ABC sterilizations were performed from grants under the 
scheme only , and not covered under any other grant / donations from the AWBI , local or any 
other National or International Organizations . The commissioner of the Corporation / Chief 
Officer of the Municipality / Secretary of the Panchayat will verify and certify the bills towards 
the cost of the components as submitted in the application , and submit an audited report 
along with utilization certificates as required under the existing administrative , legal and 
financial regulations . 


( g ) Unutilized funds if any , along with the accrued interest should be refunded into the 
Government treasury before the end of the financial year . 

9. Relaxation . The Government may relax any of the clauses / conditions if deemed 
necessary .

Objective . The objective of the scheme is 
to improve the educational status and arrest 
the tendency of drop - outs of Scheduled Tribes 
student by way of providing financial 
assistance to the families of such student who 
are otherwise unable to send them to schools 
due to poverty . 


Clause 2 

Definition.- ( i ) Director- means the 
Director of Tribal Welfare . 

( ii ) Government- means the Government 
of Goa .

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( iii ) Scheduled Tribes- means the 
Scheduled Tribes notified by the Government 
of India in relation to Goa State . 


( iv ) Head of Institution- means 
Headmaster / Headmistress of the Educational

recognized by the Directorate of Education . 


( vi ) Academic year- means the year of 11 
months from June to April or as may be 
specified by the Directorate of Education from 
time to time . 


Clause 4 


Condition of Eligibility.— ( i ) The applicant 
should be a bonafide resident of the State of 
Goa . 


( ii ) The applicant should be a regular 
student of an institution . 


( iii ) The combined income of the parents / 
/ guardians of the applicant should not exceed 
Rs . 3,00,000 / - per annum . 


( iv ) The applicant is not residing and 
receiving any maintenance grant in any 
institution under the Government or local 
bodies or private organizations receiving 
grants - in - aid from local or the Central 
Government . 


( v ) The applicant will not be eligible to 
receive stipends or scholarships from any 
other source . 


( vi ) The applicant belong to Scheduled 
Tribes Community as defined in para 2 above . 


( vii ) The student shall not be eligible twice 
to receive the award of stipends in the same 
standard . 


Clause 5 


Rates and mode of payment of 
stipends.- ( i ) The eligible student will be 
paid the stipend at the following rates : 


( a ) V to VIII Std . - Rs 325 / - p.m. ( for 11 
months ) 
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( b ) IX to X Std.-Rs. 375 / - p.m. ( for 11 
months ) 


( ii ) The stipends of the above rates will be 
given for the academic year to the eligible 
student through Electronic Clearing Service 
( ECS ) mode . 


Clause 6 


Mode of applying- The applications for the 
stipends scholarship under this scheme shall 
be made in the prescribed form . The 
application should be sent to the Director of 
Tribal Welfare within the period as may be 
specified from time to time . Each fresh 
application shall be accompanied by the 
following documents : 

1. Passport size Photograph . 

2. Self attested copy of Scheduled Tribe 
Certificate issued by Competent Authority . 


3. Self attested copy of Income Certificate 
issued by Competent Authority .

Clause 7 

Release of amount.— ( i ) The applications 
so received shall be scrutinized by the 
Directorate of Tribal Welfare . 
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( ii ) The Director shall be the sanctioning 
authority under these rules and his decision .

award of stipend shall be final . 


( iii ) Amount will be released directly to the 
eligible students through Electronic Clearing 
Service ( ECS ) mode .

Renewal of Stipend- The student who is 
enrolled in the school will continue to be 
entitled to receive the assistance till he / she 
continues in the same school and does not 
fail / remain in one class more than one 
academic year .

Claim of assistance in renewal cases- The 
Headmaster / Headmistress of the School shall 
submit a application of the students along 
with Income Certificate issued by Competent 
Authority , Marksheet and copy of Bank 
Passbook ( In case of change in Bank details 
of the student ) who have passed and 
continue in the same school . Financial 
Assistance will be released to the eligible 
students through Electronic Clearing Service

Meritorious Scholarship- ( a ) The students

Other conditions.— ( a ) The Director shall 
be the final authority concerning the 
interpretation of any clause altering the 
scheme .
